Is Killed In Car-Truck Crash 


Richard C. “Dick” Walton, 32-year old son of Mrs. Richard 
C. Walton, of BiKlerville (correspondent for The Gettysburg 
Times) and sports writer for The Patriot, Harrisburg, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ludwig, Harrisburg, were instantly 
killed Friday night about 6:30 o'clock when their automobile 
and a truck collided headon three miles southwest of Meek's 
Corner, between New Bloomfield and Carlisle. 
Coroner W. Bostdorf, of Millerstown, said the three Harris­ 
burg residents were apparently killed outright when their 
car collided with a truck which police said was operated by 
Maxwell Shivery, of Oakland Mills, Juniata county. 
On Way To Chambersburg 
The three were en route from Duncannon, where Walton 
had covered the football game in the afternoon between 
Duncannon and Juniata Joint high schools, to Chambersburg 
! where he was to report on the night contest between Cham­ 
bersburg and Lebanon high school. 
Perry county officials said that Shivery was unable to give 
them a statement about the accident and was lodged in jail to 
await a hearing this morning before Squire Andrew McNeille, 
at New Bloomfield. 
One witness to the accident, Robert Alexander, Mifflin­ 
town, operator of a car which was following the truck moving 
I toward New Bloomfield, said the truck was on the left side of

bill to be Introduced in the next 
legislature 
Rep 
Francis Worley of Adams 
county, vice chairm an of the com­ 
mittee on criminal procedure of the 
Joint state commission, said he Is 
planning to introduce such a bill 
in the 1949 legislature. 
"There liave been a lot of cases 
where persons have been falsely ac­ 
cused because they would be desir­ 
able husbands," Worley explained. 
"I think if there is any way to pro­ 
le^ such persons from scheming 
women, we should use it.” 
He said his proposal would allow 
the male defendants in such cases to 
petition live court to order one or 
more blood tests for the mother, her 
child and the defendant. The tests 
would be made by a physician ap­ 
pointed by the court. 
If the tests should show th at the 
blood groups of the m other and child 
and suspected father ajre different, 
the results of such tests would be­ 
come evidence "lf they excluded the 
defendant as being Hie father of the 
child.*' 
Should there be a similarity, how­ 
ever. the results of the tests could 
not be used in court, he said.

I had .^een much of the Nazi 
chief, but this was the last time I

After the celebration at Eger I 
made a gre<H and protracted swing 
through Poland, Hungary and all

Hitler held 
virtually all th at vast area in the 
palm of his wicked hand. 
When I finally arrived back in 
London via the Balkans, Italy and 
Fiance I had found the answer to 
a lot of questions, but there was one

new development of which I wasn’t 
sure. The attitude of England and 
France towards H itler seemed to 
have undergone a change. Accord­ 
ingly I took my problem to one of 
the great figures of 
the British 
government. I hadn t met him be­ 
fore but he was kind enough t a re­ 
ceive me even though my visit de­ 
layed his appearance in Parliam ent 
some half hour. I put my problem 
to him bluntly: 
“I have not come for an Interview, 
because I know you cannot grant 
one. But I have sensed w hat seems 
to be the beginning of a change In 
Brtish sentim ent and policy towards 
Germ any. I shall be grateful if you 
can tell me whether I am right, and 
if I am right, w hat it means.'* 
Appeasement Is Failure 
“You are right,” he replied. “We 
reluctantly have come to the con­ 
clusion th a t the policy of appease­ 
m ent is a failure. We reluctantly 
have come to the conclusion that 
Hitler 
is not susceptible

moral influence. He is a m an with 
a dangerous obsession. We have de­ 
cided th a t we mu-.it sm ash him. We 
hope to do It by economic or poll- 
; ileal means. But if these fail, we 
shall use force.” 
The Democracies finally had seen 
the truth, but they had closed the 
barn door after 
the 
horse 
was 
stolen. Had they been finn when 
Hitler first started to bully them, 
we probably should have escaped 
World W ar II. They wouldn't have 
had to m arch their arm ies to check 
the Fuehrer—just stand up to him 
So end-s the reading of this chap­ 
ter of history revolving about “peace 
in our tim e.”
